A CONVERSATION WITIL DBIBMARCK, 

_ The special correspondent of the London 
Telegraph nt Berlin publishes, by permission 
of Count Bismarck, the following minutes 
of a certain conversation he bad with that 
distinguished statesman lately < 

The absorbing topicot the da being the 
probability of a European war, te was very 
natural that I should ask Count de Bis 
marck what he thought upon the subject, 
He pled that he Dalley , almost without 
qualification, in peace. “ Prussia,” he said, 
“will never attack France; and France, 
when she has got over the startling aur- 
pies that prospect of German unity has 
veen to her, will speedily comprehend that 
such a consummation, suppose it realized 
to the utmost, in no way menaces her 
national pride or her continental position. 
Meanwhile, our attitude is almost a passive 
oue—we are threatening nobody, coercing 
nobody, not even persuading anybody, If 
Southern Germany gravitates towards us, 
be assured that the gravitation is a natural 
one, not one brought about by manmuvres 
on our part. We shall not repulse our 
brothers if they come to us with open arms ; 
but we do not yearn for anybody's prop: 
erty, and can remain as we are for ten years 
or twenty, if Germany will let us. We 
have even held back Where We could liave 
Precipitated agglumeration; we ure content 
to be as wo are; the pressure must come 
from those who feel the want of change.” 

I inquired what impression the meetin, 


at Salzburg had upon the Minister Presi- 
‘ent, and whether the inferences and in- 
Yentions of an excited journalism had had 
any effect upon him. “ None whatever,” 
he answered ; ‘what I have thought and 
think of the Salzburg affair is embodied in 
my circular of the 7th; and neither I nor 
any other reasonable man believed in the 
feasibility of an Austro-French alliance, 
nor feared its consequence, if effected, to 
Prussia. Austria cannot be the ally of 
France against Germany ; it is the German 
element in ber that is the good cement 
binding the bricks of her enormous house 
together, We wish well to Austria, and 
hope to see her reconstruct her might round: 
an intelligent, free German nucleus. I, for 
my part, desire for Prussia nothing better 
than a firm alliance with a const{tutional 
King of Hungary, who, as Emperor of 
Austria, allows the German element in his 
other provinces full play. If Salzburg had 
been a French failure, as some ill-natured 
people say it was, it could not alarm’ us; 
being what it was, we attached no political 
significunce to it whatever.” Touching 
upon the chances of proximate war in the 
East, his Excellency said very positively, 
“I do not believe in it. People do not 
know what Russia's real condition is. I 
do. Russia has Eastern proclivities, and 
would like perhaps to assert them, but she 
can only do so in a great manner, Her 
position precludes her from half measures, 
and she is really not able to commence a 
long and costly war. Russia has a great 
future before her; she has elements of 
strength fur surpassing those of any other 
empire or kingdom. She is almost unas- 
sajlable, but she is like a strong and healthy 
man attacked by indisposition. If he will 
only lie up for three days, and keep quiet, 
the native vigor of his constitution will 
triumph oyer his illness, and le will rise as 
strong aseyer. But if he,will insist npon 
going out, walking about and transacting 
business abroad, just as if he were well, his 
malady will probably lay firmer hold 
him and bring him to serious straits. Two 
or three days in the life of aman mean ten, 
twenty or thirty years in the life of a 
nation.” 

As to the amalgamation of the new pro- 
vinces with Prussia, and their ultimate re- 
conciliation with their new conditions of 
existence, Count de Bismarck seemed not 
only hopeful but confident of success, “ In 
Hunover,” lie remarked, * we are going on 
as well as can be, Thi intelligence and 
commercial elements of the province are 
on our side—only tie Ritterschaft and the 
dependents on the late Court are against 
us. ‘The King has sent them an excellent 
and honest gentleman (Count Stolberg) as 
Goyernor, and they bave jast opened their 
Provincial Diet, of which the majority are 
well disposed towards Prussia. Frankfort 
bas been a little neglected, for more! than 
oue reason; but I havé given the Frank- 
forters my word that they shall be pot upon 
a proper footing, and I shall keep it, Prus- 
sia has much upon her hands, but as the 
inheritrix of the obligations legally 1acur- 
red by the provinces and towns recently 
annexed to her, she will honorsbly) fulfil 
her engagements.”

The suspension of the Commercial Bank 
has led to a general distrust in all Banks, 
and a run was made upon the Royal Cana- 
dian, Gore, and other Banks, in Toronto 


and other places. And to add to the ex- 
citement, the Bank of Montreal — re- 
fused to take Royal Canadian bills, and 
it was generally rumored this morning 
that it had refused all Upper Canada bank 
bills. This, however, was not correct. It 
has put its foot, for the present, upon the 
Royal Canadian only, hence they are not 
current here to-day, though we learn by 
the Toronto Leader, Globe and Telegraph, 
that the run upon the Bank in Toronto had 
abated, and that the bills were taken

Not exactly correct, Mr. Globe. The other 
Banks separated themselves from the Mont- 
real Bank, by refusing to accept Mr. Galt’s 
scheme, and no Bank took a more decided 
stand in opposition than the Commercial 
Bank, which was its last great error. Had 
the Banks entered into the scheme, as did 
the Bank of Montreal, they nor the un- 
fortunate stockholders would now be 
losing their all, and the country would not 
now be passing through this monetary 
crisis, It was necessary for the ministry to 
raise money ; the Banks would not advance 
nor loan, and it became a necessity to adopt 
some scheme by which the necessary funds 
could be realized most beneficially to the 
country, and if the Banks would not com- 
ply, it was no good reason why the whole 
scheme should be abandoned, nor why an 
arrangement should not have beea made to 
carry it ont to as great an extent as pos 
sible. The time is uot far distant when 
we hope to see but one paper currency in 
the whole Dominion, anc that jasued upon 
the authority of Canada, so that we shall 
have no more Bank failures, by which bill 
holders or depositors can be ruined. Or in 
other words, let the present scheme of 
Provincin! notes be extended sons to cover 
the whole paper cirenlation of Uy vountry. 


Commercial Bank Bills, 


The Globe of the 23rd, in commenting 
upon the failure of the Commercial Bank, 
says in reference co the value of the bills:

“ tracted and anxious meetings, the entire 
“ matter had to come to a failure in conse- 
* quence of the Bank of Montreal, and Mr, 
“ King, its Manager, The conduct of this 
“ Manager was most dogmatic, and had It 
“ not been that the mecting was so strongly 
“ jmpreased with the immense importance of 
* the occasion, nud the necessity for patient 
* discussion and calm and right action, Mr, 
“King might have perhaps been shewn a 
“ proper appreciation of his conduct.” 


Whiy was this course pursued ¢ Was it to 
bring every Bank in Canada a suppliant at 
hia feet? Or was it a deep laid scheme 
to drive from circulation all paper money 
except that issued by the Bank of Montreal? 
We are not prepared to say that a national 
uniform paper currency would not be 
advisable, but if this is the mode of forcing 
it upon the country the sooner it becomes 
known the better, ao that other monied 
institutions may set their houses in order, 
for if, asit is forcibly put by the Toronto 
Telegraph :

The Montreal Gazette of yesterday, in its 
Commercial article says: “ To-day, the 
Banks in this City declined to take notes 
of their own Western agencies, except at 
a discount of one per cent. Considerable 
feeling was caused thereby. Holders ship- 
ped notes to Toronto by express for collec- 
tion there.” What does this mean? Has 
the feeling between Western Canada and 
Montreal not been sufficiently embittered 
by the conduct of Mr. King? Is it not 
enough to cause general stagnation to busi- 
ness,aud produce universal uneasiness, with- 
out piling it on in this shape ? Are we to 
understand that the notes of the Montreal 
Bank,the Royal Canadian Bank,the Ontario 
Bank and the other Banks are worth one 
percent less in Western Canada than the 
issues of the same Bank when circulated in 
Montreal ? Who pays this one per cent ? 
Not the Montreal merchants we may well 
assume, The Joss will fall on the Western 
men who are then compelled to pay tribute 
to the Montren!

their business, anda general stagnation of 
all business must be the consequence of want 
of accommodation, 

Our future prospects, whatare they? Cau 
the Committee appointed by the meeting held 
a few evenings ago, éxpect to induce any of 
our banks to start a branch 1m Belleville? I 
fear not under present circumstances. No 
bank would, under the present excitement, 
fee] inclined to supply the wants of our county, 
with the fear of the Bank of Montreal before 
them, ready to grasp every dollar possible, 
and to return it at once for gold. It would 
not be safe, and if undertaken, they woald 
have no deposits here to strengthen them, 
The farmers would be timidin making de- 
posits ina new branch after meeting with 
disaster in the Commercial, so long and favor- 
ably known, and it would, no doubt, take a 
long time to gain confidence in orller to bring 
up ita deposits to the amount held by the 
other banks, A branch todo a good aud safe 
business would require, at the outset, = 
backer in the parent bank, and without that 
the legitimate business of the country could” 
not be done to advantage. Can we expect 
this from other banks ovutside the Bank of 
Montreal? I fear not. 


Then where shall we find a remedy for the 


of our county % 

My opinion is, that remedy is only to be 
found amongst ourselves and from our own 
resources. We want a County local bank, a 
bank established on purely commercial prin- 
ciples, and conducted upon sound economy, a 
bank to do the legitimate business of the 
county, a bank to expand with the expansion 
and growth of our trade and manufactures, a 
bank that will not Jay out its means on rail- 
roads in this or any other country, a bank 
that will not withdraw a portion of its capital 
from the legitimate wants of the county by 
sending the same to New York, New Orleans, 
British Columbia, or elsewhere, to the in- 
jury of our community at large. 

Task, why should we inyest capital in Bank 
stock or deposits to benefit the people of 
other countries to the injury of our own? 
Surely we should not, I believe in the end the 
shareholders are now more secure ina thriv- 
ing business at home, even if small, than in a 
large and speculative business abroad, and 
have only to instance the miserable failure 
of the Bank of Upper Canada, and the present 
suspension of the Commercial Bank as proof 
of the truth of my assertions, and what has 
happened to those Banks might happen even 
to the Bank of Montreal, should its depositors 
withdraw their moneys from that Bank, 

It mny be said that the Bank of Montreal 
is safeas it shields itself behind Provincial 
notes, that it has but few of its own bills 
afloat, and tlint it is not obliged to pay out 
itsgold, because the Provincial notes are 
legal tenders. Were a run to commence on 
that Bank, were its deposits withdrawn, even. 
in legal tender notes, were a general hue 
and cry to be got up against it, as has been 
against the Commercial Bank, what would be 
the feelings of Mr, King, or the Montreal 
Directors and stock holders? 1t is not always 
that an inflated stock is the safest, or that 
the Bank declaring large dividends on specu- 
lative business, is the safest for the sl > 
holders or the depositors. Ido not wish it 
understood that I say the Bank is not safe, 
but I say a Bank such as I advocate for 
Hastings would be fully as safe as the Bank 
of Montreal, and to its sharebolders and 
depositors, more 80 than any bank who goes 
beyond the legitimate business of the country 
in order to increase its dividends 

How are we to get our capital? Thists » 
question that will be asked by many. My 
answer is, we have that capital at command 
in our own county. Ifthe Commercial had 
near $300,000 on deposit; if the Bank of 
Montreal has $300,000 also, ‘Then with a 
large amount of means uo the bands of farm 
era and others, not on deposit, there can be 
found plenty of spare capital to start a Bank 
In Belleville that could commence a busiiess 
commensurate with the wants of the people. 
1 can seo no good reason why this should 
not be done, and that action should be taken 
immediately. Let every business man put 
hig shoulder to the work, and I feel sure with 
the furmor, and the mechanic, and the 
laborer, we can aecurethe capital necessary 
to Insure perfect success. 

But some may say, how will you secure & 
County Bank against so powerful an Inatita: 
tion aa the Bank of Montreal? Simply by 
basing our issue on legal tender notes, whic! 
tho Government of the country must furnish, 
Tt may be that at present the arrangenient 
with the Bank of Montreal will not admit of 
it, but that arrangement, for the safety of 
the country, must and will be broken up, The 
country, through its representatives, must and 
will be heard, nor will they submit to a mon~ 
ropoly, or to the Bank erushing process, which 
has been common oflate, A Bank of Tesue 
must be the order of the day and all our 
Banks must fall Into the arrangements or 
submit to be snubbed, 

With a Government Bank of Issue, and the 
County Bank paying out Ite notes and no 
other, no ran could made on the Bank so 
long as lt kept to strict business principles 
at home, as, with proper management, It 
could not become inflated, Therefore, the 
Dill holders being safe, the depositors and 
shareholders would be safe also, and no fear 
of loss to any party. And to make matters 
doubly sure, I would have such a stringent 
chartor ds would prevent an extension of out 
sido business, and any attempt on the partol 
the officors of the Bank to infringe the law 
should end in forfeiture of charter and clow 
tng of the Bank, Such a law would prevent 
the evils which have injured other institutions.

Werclal Bank obtained assistance from the 
Bank of Montreal to the extent of $200,000, 
at the request of the Government and upon tho 
security of Commercial paper, repayable in 
November and December, with tntorcat at the 
rate of #ix por cent per annum, 

2. Upon the 16th October, the Commercial 
Bank again applied to the Bank of Montreal 
for mamistance to the extent of $500,0000, in 
conrequence of the former loan not having 
proved sufficient to mest the withdrawal of 
depoalts, 

#. This advance was declined, forthe reason 
that the Commercial Bank had considerably 
Increased, instead of diminished its discounts 
during September, when it was in need of 
Assistance ; and also from the Bank of Mont 
real having learned that some of the largest 
depowitors had already been secured by bills 
receivable, 

4, The Commercial Bank then applied to 
the Government for nasistance, and failed to 
obtain it.

Now Point in a Good Cow, 


The following, from n writer in the Wis 
consin Farmer, contains an idea that com 
mends itself to the careful consideration of 
farmers 

Long observation and oxperience with 
heifers and their subsequent character ns 
milkers haye satistiod him thac commenc 
ing milk in summer is an indispensable 
condition'to a good milker in after years, 
and thatthe difference is fully one-half in 
any yrade of stock. The Philosophy of 
the difference in favor of heifers coming in 
for the first time in June, he states 4s fol 
lows: “The grass being then in the best 
condition to produce a futl flow of milk, 
all the parts that tend to thesecretion of 
milk are developed to the utmost capacity 
The udder, the teats, and milk veins be 
come enlarged, permanently ; and the best 
ce Lover raised we had to commence 
milking several weeks before they culyed 
to prevent garget,” 

The theory seems to be that the milk 
vessels become fixed in their capacity by 
their first use, or, at least, their subsequent 
development will be after the type they are 
first made to assume, It is not reasonable 
to suppose that a heifer two years old, 
under, any circumstances, will give as much 
milk as the same animal will at four years 
old, with the same antecedents, and.in this 
sense the milk yessels cannot be fully de- 
veloped with the first calf, if the heifer be 
quite young. Bat it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the type of the lacteal vessels in 
their proportions to the age and general 
development of the animal will become 
fixed at the period alluded to; and the 
idea is well worthy the attention of every 
farmer.

Afew Useful Hints to Farmers 
About Dressed Hogs. 


Messrs... W.. Davis & Go,,.of Toronto, 
writes to the Globe: This is not the first 
time we have sent you a letter on the above 
Subject, iit, so far as we can see, without 
any beneficial results. Farmers are now 
commencing to bring their hogs to market 


dressed, and as is natural, are disgusted at 
having to take do to 44c per Ib for them, 
while peds are selling at GOc per bushel.— 
To make the matter worse, some are 
bringing their pigs to market in such a 
condition, that they have to accept 3c per 
1b, for the réason that the pork is sour and 
tainted by the time it reaches Toronto.— 
To avoid this we strongly urge on their 
attention the following rules : 

1st. Don’tkill any hogs until November, 
and not then unless the weather is cool and 
clear. 

2nd. When killing, whateyer the size, 
have them opened out from tail to snout, 
and don’t spare cold water to cleanse them 
rhoronglily: ‘Then prop them open with a 
pointed stick 6 to 12 inchés long,according 
to size of hog. s 

8rd. Let them hangin acool, airy place 
for 12 to 24 hours before cutting them 
own. The greater the distance you haye 
to travel, the longer should they hang. 

4th. Don’t crowd them in the waggon 
at this time of the year, and it your journey 
belong, travel in the night. Five or six 
hours travelling in the sun will ruin them.

How to Judge the Character of 
n Horse, 

I offer the following suggestions, the re- 
sult of my close observation and experience; 

If the color be light-sorrel or chesnut, 
his teet, legs and face white—there are the 
marks of kindness. If he is broad and 
full between the eyes, he may be depended 
on as a horse of good sense, and capable of 
being trained to anything ; as respects such 
horses, the more kindly you treat them the 
better you will be treated in return. Nor 
will a horse of this description stand a 
whip if well fed. Ifyou want a safe horse 
avoid one that is dishfaced, he may be so 
far gentle as not to scare, but he will have 
too much go-ahead in him to -be safe with 
erpobads: If_you wanta fool, but a horse 
of great bottom, get a deep bay with not a 
white spot about him. If his face is a lit- 
tle dished so much the worse. Let no man 
ride such a horse who is not an export rider 
they are always'tricky and unsafe. If you 
Want one that will never give out, never 
buy a large overgrown one. A black horse 
cannot stand the heat, nor a white one 
cold. If you want agentle horse, get one 
with more or less white about the head, 
the more the better, Selections thus made 
are of great docility and gentleness.

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Within the past week a new discovery 
has been made at the Richardson Mine, 
which has given renewed confidence in the 
gold region, About three feet south from 
the original shaft, and very near the sur- 
face, a pocket or creyice of the bleck sand 
has been discovered, and from which 
already siz potash barrels ot the rich stuff 
has been taken, An idea of the richness of 
this material may be imagined when one 
pan of it washed yielded $40 in gold.— 
The pocket is not yet exhausted, and on 
the sides of the wall of the crevice the rock 
is full of the precious metal. In the origi- 
nal shaft the miners are down to the depth 
of 50 feet, and st this depth they have 
again come te gold visible in the rock, A 
second shaft has been sunk about 40 foet 
west from the original shaft, at which a 
number of men are now at work, The 
machinery of the crushing mill for the 
Richardson mine is now all on the ground, 
andl it is expected the mill will bein oper- 
ation about the first of December, Iu the 
meaaotiine work is being continued in both 
shafts, and the ore piled up in a secure 
place. 

The Belleville Richardson Mining Com-

| large banks. By the system of making one 
local bank the agent of another bank, they 
offer equal facilities for the transaction of 
business with distant points as are offered 
by branch agencies of larger institutions. 
They are capable of being managed econo- 
mically, and are altogether worthy of trial 
wherever the requisite banking facilities do 
not already exist.” 


The Ottawa Citizen says “there ia much 
force in the reasoning of the Intelligencer. 
A local bank, sustained by local means, 
and confining its operations to its own near 
neighborhood, would probably avoid those 
hazardous speculations in real estate and 
Railway finance which crippled the re 
sources of the Bank of Upper Canada and 
the Commercial Bank. At all events, the 
actions of « Local Bank’s Directors would 
be under the direct observation of the 
stockholders, and this fact would practi 
cally operate in favor of a cautious policy. 
The dividend sheets of a Local Bank might 
not look quite so well as those of Banks 
waged in larger fields, but then the 
majority of stockholders would probably 
be satisfied to know that a moderate divi- 
dend was a good indication of a safe and 
legitimate business.” 

The Madoc Mercury says: “ We have 
long been of the opinion that there is cap- 
ital enough in the County to start such a 
bank, but whenever we have, in conyersa-

Tt is true that the statement of Messrs, 
Holton and others shows that the Com- 
mercial had «large amount lockcd up in 
the Detroit and Milwaukee Railroad, say 
$1,800,000, together with a large amount 
of bad debts; that they advised a depre- 
ciation of the stock from 100 to 60 per 
cent per share, in order to insure the stock- 
holders a dividend of four per cent on the 
depreciated stock, yet this was no reason 
why the bills of the Bank or its deposit 
receipts were not good. It only showed 
that these gentlemen in their report wished 
to deal fairly by the stockholders, who 
could be the only losers in case of the fail- 
ure of the Baak and the winding up of its 
concerns. Their course was an honorable 
one, and should commend them to the 
public, and their trank, open report ought 
to have given confidence to bill holders 
and depositors, instead of causing «a panic 
and @run upon the Bank. But throwing 
outthe Detroit and Milwankee bonds as 
wholly useless, the Commercial would still 
stand on as good a footing, as to asscts, as 
the ‘Montreal Bank. 

While we have an open and frank etate- 
ment of the affairs of the Commercial 
Bank, the public are in the dark as to what 
the assets of the Bank of Montreal are | q 
apade up of. The public does not know | o; 
but they are in as bad a state as the Detroit | » 
aod Milwaukeo bonds; that the other bad}-y 
debts are as numerous in proportion to the 
fasets of the Bank us those of the C 
mercial, Of these we know nothiag,|¢ 
therefore tho public stand in no safer posi- | ¢ 
tion to-day as regards the Bank of Mont-| , 
real than tlicy did six weeks ago in reference 
to the Commercial itself. 

Should a run be made on the Bank of 
Montreal from all parts of Ontario and 
Quebec, could it stand the preasure? Would 
not the withdrawal of a large share of its 
deposits depreciate the yalue of its stock, 
and could the bank succeed in keeping up 
its stock nt par value? Would they not 

be obliged to sacrifice their Government 
and other securities? Could they induce 
the Government to come to their afd by a 
loan of cight or nine millions issue of 
Provincial notes? I think not. The 
Government would not dare to assume the 
responsibility, and the people's represent- 
stives would never give thelr sanction to 
such aid, 

True, the Depositora by withdrawing 
their funds from the Bank in Provincial 
notes so faras they went, together with 
any gold the Bank had to spare, would be 
#0 far safe, but after these men had with- 
drawn,what would become of the remaining 
Aepositors and creditors? These are ques 
tlons for gravo cansideration, What o 
fenrfal calamity would fall upon our coun 
try, Some may say there is no danger of 
the Benk of Montreal, that it is perfectly 
sound, I do not say that itis not. I did 
not aay, nor could I believe, that the Com 
mercial Bank was not sound, but I cannot 
sunt my eyes to what has taken place in 

the stoppage of the Bank by thw foolish

The free 
navigation of the St, Lawrence ant the 
participation in the Atlantic coast fisheries 
counted as nothing, when compared with 
the advantages of an American market for 
Canadian cereals, wool and lumber. It was 
of no account that the Canadian shipper 
paid tribute to the Erie Canal and the 
leading railways of the Eastern and central 
States of the Republic; of no account that 
Canadian merchants exchanged their raw 
materials, and hard earned products of the 
field and forest for the wooden nutmegs and 
guudy fineries of inventive New England, 
so long as spread-eagle orators—led on by 
the Secretary of foreign real estate bureau at 
Washington told the people that the ‘ Ca- 
nadians were all ripe for annexation,” and 
only required this last gentle commercial 
pressure to rush to the arms of “Uncle Sam.” 
But how sadly have those confiding listeners 
been deceived! The Now England manu- 
facturor of boots and shoes, ‘ankee 
notions,” &c., now finds that offering his 
wares in Canada is like sending coals to 
Newcastle. The leather tanneries on’ the 
St, Lawrence find a ready and profitable 
market tor all they can produce, some so 
tar south as St. Louis, while the prairie 
farmer of Illinois is called upon to pay a 
one-third higher price for his lumber than 
formerly, while he cannot “swap” his 
surplus pork with the lumbermen who 
produce it on the upper watera of the 


Ottawa. And again, let us return to New 
England itself, There we find, even in 
Massachusett: factories which coat, 


originally half a million of money—and 
would have brought a million when busily 
engiged in producing blankets for the use 
of the soldier in the field, from the course 
wool supplied abundantly by Canada — 
knocked down under the

hundred thousand dollars; while in 
wool-growing Vermont, the farmer who 


sold his finer grades for 75 cents per pound in 
1865, is now, with difflculty, disposing of 
the same qualities for 25 to 30c per pound, 
and showering Paddy's blessings upon the 


administration. And this is ao fancy 
sketch ; for the writer of this article bas, 
within a week, been shown the actual 
Boston “account of «nies nt 28 conts, 
when wool clipped from the same flocks in

door, These are but a few of the reasons

GOVERNOR'S SPEECH 


OTTAWA 


THE 


ov. 7th, 1867. 
Hin Excollency the Governor General, at 
three o'clock. p. m., thia day, proceeded in 


} State tothe Chamber of tho Senate, in the 
Parliament Buildings, and took hia seat upon | 


the throne, His Excellency commanding tho 
attendance of the House of Commons, The 
members of that body, preceded by their 
Speaker, the Honorable James Cockburn, 
then informed His Excellency that the choice 
of the House of Commons had fallen upon 
him to be thelr Speaker, and he prayed for 
the members thereof the customary Parlia 
mentary privileges, His Excellency then 
delivered the following speech :— 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate, Gentlemen 
of the House of Commons : 

In addressing for the firat timo the Parlia- 
mentary Representatives of the Dominion of 
Canada, I desire to give expression to my own 
deep fooling of gratification tbat it has been 
my high privilege to occupy an official pos! 
tion, which has made it my duty to assist at 
every step taken ln the creation of this Great 
Contedesation. 

I congratulate you on the Legislative sanc- 
tion which has been given by the Imperial 
Parliament to the Act of Union, under the 
provisions of which we are now assembled, 
and which has laid the foundation of a new 
Nationality, that I trust and believe will, ere 
long, extend ite bounds from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific Ocean. 

In the discussions which preceded the in- 
troduction of this measure in the Imporial 
Parliament, between the Members of Her 
Majesty's Government, on the one side, and 
the Delegates, who represented the Provinces 
now united, on the other--it was apparent to 
all those who took part in those Conferences, 
that, while Her Majesty's Ministers considered 
wod pressed the principle of Union as a sub- 
ject of great imperial interest, they allowed 
to the Provincial Representatives every free 
dom in arranging the mode in which that 
principle should be applied. 

In a similar spirit of respect for your privi- 
leges, as a free and self-governing People, the 
Act of Union, as adopted by the Imperial 
Parliament, imposes the duty and confers 
upon you the right of reducing to practice 
the system of Government, which it has called 
into existence, of consolidating its institu- 
tions—harmonizing its administrative details, 
and of making such legislative provisions as 
will secure to a constitution, in some respects, 
novel, a full, fair and unprejudiced trial. 

With the design of effecting these ob- 
jects, measures will be laid before you forthe 
amendment and assimilation of the Laws now 
existing in the several Provinces relating to 
Currency, Customs, Excise,and Revenue gen- 
erally,—for the adoption of an uniform Posval 
System,—for the proper management and 
maintenance of the Pablic Works and Prop 
erties of the Dominion,—for the adoption of 
a well considered scheme of Militia Organiza- 
tion and Defence,—for the proper administra- 
tion of Indian affairs,—for the introduction 
of uniform Laws respecting Patents of Inven- 
tion and Discovery,—the Naturalization of 
Aliens,—and the assimilation of the Criminal 
Law and the Laws relating to Bankruptcy 
and Insolyency. 

A measure will also be submitted to you, 
for the performance of the duty imposed upon 
Canada under the terms of the Union Act, of 
immediately constructing the Intercolonial 
Railway. 

This great work will add a practical and 
pliysical connection to the legislative bond 
which now unites the provinces comprisin, 
the Dominion, and the liberality with which 
the guarantee for the coet of its constraction 
was given by the Imperial Parliauent is a 
new proof of the hearty Interest felt by the 
British people in your prosperity, 

Your consideration will also be invited to 
the important subject of Western Territorial 
extension, and your attention will be called 
to the best means for the protection and de- 
velopment of our Fisheries and Marine inter- 
ests. 

You will also be asked to consider meagures 
defining the privileges of Parliament, and for 
the establishment of uniform laws relating to 
Elections, and the tria) of Controverted Elec- 
tions. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons.— 


The circumstances under which the Act of 
Union came into operation, rendered it Im- 
possible to obtain the assent of the Legisla- 
ture to the expenditure necessary for carrylog 
on the ordinary business of she Government, 

The expenditure since the first of July has, 
therefore, been incurred on the responsibility 
of Ministers of the Crown. 

The details of that expenditure will be laid 
before you, and submitted for your sanction. 

I have directed that the estimates for the 
current and succeeding Financial Year be 
Jaid before you. You will find that they have 
been framed with all the attention to econo 
my, which is compatible with the mainten- 
ance of efficiency in the different branches of 
the public service. 


Honorable Gentlamen and Gentlemen + 

Tho general organization and efficiency of 
the Volunteers and Militia have been greatly 
improved within the Jast year, and the whole 
Volunteor Force of Ontario and Quebec is 
already, by the liberality of the Imperial 
Government, armed with the breech-loading 
rifle.

FROM OUR OTTAWA OORRESPONDENT. 

Orrawa, Noy. 6th, 1867, 
| The first Parliament of the New Domin- 
ion was wpened to-day by the Governor 
General in person, at 3 o'clock pm. There 
was a large attendance of Volunteers on 
the occasion, but the guides from Montreal 
and Toronto did not make their appearance. 
The Senate Chamber was well filled with 
the elite of the city, and very little room 
was left for any one else, 

At 8 o'clock the Usher of the Black Rod 
made his appearance in the Commons and 
commanded the attendance uf the Members 
in the Senate Chamber, where they at once 
proceeded, and were told by the Governor 
Geueral to go buck and elect their Speaker. 
On the members again taking their seats, 
Sir John A, McDonald rose, and in a short, 
but highly complimentary speech, proposed 
the Hon, James Cockburn as Speaker of 
the House of Commons, The motion was 
seconded by the Hon, George E, Cartier, 
who spoke in French for « few minutes, 
and was followed by M. Dafresene, who 
complained of the policy of the Cabinet in 
proposing & man for Speaker who could 
neither read nor speak the French language. 
He ulso stated that for the first time since 
the Union, the Governor General had made 
an announcement from the Throne without 
repeating itin French. Mr. Cartier replied, 
instancing a number of Speakers, who, 
when elected, could not speak the French 
language. Among the number was the 
Hon. John 8. McDonald, who facetiously 
replied that if he did not speak French, be 
could Gallic, which was just as important. 
The vote being taken, it resulted in a 


public, his position in the government was 
one of Weakness rather than of strength. He 
would atate, however, on this the first occa 
sion presented to himself as a member of the 
house, that he had done everything he could 
As 8 man and a6 a minister, to arrest tho dis

He then read a resolation passed on the 23d 
of Oct. by the Board of Directors of the Com- 
mercial Bank, thanking him for his zealous 
and perseverlog exertions to avert disaster to 
that institution. He (Mr. Galt) had no doubt 
that in time justice would be done to him, 
not only in regard to this but other matters 
Ho proferred to wait for that time in an un- 
official position; he no longer desired to 
assume the burdens of office, and become 
peer ene ble for the duty of guiding the finan- 
clal policy of the country. 

Mr, CantTwitionT sald {t was a source of 
reat Pain to him to hear his honorable friend, 

Mr. Galt, misrepresented. Tho failure of the 
Commercial Bank was owing to the with- 
drawal of confidence on the part of depositors 
alone, and had not been caused by the polley 
of his hoaorable friend who had always been 
zealous in his efforta to render assistance to 
that institution. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr, HovTos said he was in « position to 
corroborate every word uttered by his hon. 
friend the Minister of Finance, andthe mem 
ber for Lennox and Addington, who happened 
to be president of the Commercial Bank of 
which he (Mr. Holton) was a director, and he 
could farther say that the vote of thanks 
passed by the Board tothe Minister of Fin. 
ance was not a mere formal acknowledgment 
of services, but a sincere recognition of the 
valuable services which he had rendered. — 


unanimous selection. Mr. Cockburn was 
then conducted to the Chair by Sir John 
A, McDonald and the Hon, George E. Car- 
tier, Upon taking the Chair, the Hon. 
Speaker made a neat little speech. Sir 
John then moved the adjournment of the 
House until to-morrow, at half-pust two, 
when the House will again meet, and the 
Governor deliver the Address, 

Most of the Members are present from 
the different Provinces. Mr. Howe has nor 
taken the seat allotted to the leader of the 
Opposition—a position which it was as- 
sumed he would aspire to, The Hon. John 
cDonald bas taken that seat, a position 
which he has occupied for a long time— 
notus the leader of the opposition, but more 
as a matter of courtesy—being the oldest 
Member of the House, Mr, Howe occupies 
the centre seat on the front row of the oppo- 
Sition benches, and all the Noya Scotians 
gre on that side of the House, with the 
exception of Dr. Tupper, who separates 
himself from the anti-Confederate brigude 
from that Province, 

Tt is expected that there will be a lively 
debate upon the address, particularly if it 
commends the new constitution, which it, 
of necessity, must do, this being the first 
Parliament of the New Dominion. Such a 
cOmmendation will bring Mr. Howe to his 
fect, and tien Dr. Tupper will follow, and 
the war of words will be begun. 


Orrawa, Nov. 6th, 1867. 


To-day ut 3 o'clock the Governor 
General arrived atthe Senate Chamber in 
all the glory and pageantry of royalty.— 
The Chamber was crowded to excess with 
the beauty und tashion of the capital, 

The speech which you receive with this 
mail is much longer than the generality of 
speeches from the Throne, but the circum- 
stances which called it forth are of more 


than usual importance, and therefore 
excusable. The subjects brought before 


the Commons are numerous and highly 
important, which must receive the serious 
attention of the people's representatives, 

On the return of the members of the 
Commons to their Chamber the Speaker 
read the address, when, on motion of Sir 
John A. McDonald, it was decided to cake 
the Governor’s speech into consideration 
to morrow. 

On the motion tor adjournment, Mr. 
Dorion asked if any vacancies had occurred 
in the Cabinet, to which Sir Jobn A. replied, 
that Mr, Archibald, having failed to secure 
aseat, had sent in his resignation, which 
had been accepted, and that he only held 
office until a successor was appointed. Mr. 
Galt also stated that the Minister of Fi 
nauce bad resigned and that explanations 
would be made to-morrow. 

There is much surmising among the 
knowing Ones as to the successor ot Mr, 
Galt, and the reasons for his retirement.— 
From what I can learn there are more than 
private reasons for the course he has 
pursued, Some say that le was anxious 
to bring the whole power of the government 
to the aid of the Commercial Bank and 
prevent, by the whole resources of the 
country, the ruin which would follow the 
failure of that Bank, If this be true, 
whatever may have been the cause of 
opposition to such a policy, the people of 
the west will approye and commend his 
course, : 

The genera! impression to-day is that 
the Hon, Mr, Tilley will succeed to the 
office of Minister of Finance, and Mr. Rose 
succeed Mr, Tilley. An arrangement,

“ charters gaye the banks a right to issue 
“promissory notes.” And again, “So 
“highly didthe banks value their right 
“to issue notes, that they chose to retain 
* it, even under all the threatened disad- 
“vantages, Their decision affords some 
“evidence how great & wrong was done 
“them. They would not for a trifle, have 
“ unanimously resolved to brave the power 
“which Mr. Galt was putting in Mr. 
“King’s hands.” And the result bas 
proved that they were wrong, It does not 
follow by any means, that because a number 
of chartered institutions will not abandon 
4 privilege they possess, that they act for 
the public good. Banks are established 
for two reasons. To facilitate commerce: 
and for capitalists to make money; thu 
latter being the most important to those 
who invest in bank stock, und to whose 
interests bank directors most look, ‘This 
being the fact, it is not unreasonable to 
suppose that course js and will be pursued 
inthe management of a bank, which en 
ables the largest dlyidend to be declared ; 
hence it often follows, that the interests 
and necessities of the commercial communi 
ty are not in unison with those of bank 
stock holders; therefore it is no evidence 
that a seheme which las for its object 
the changing: of the paper currency is not 
best suited to the wants and requirements 
of a trading people, because the banks re 
fuse to accept it. The present crisis is an 
evidence of the truth of this position.— 
Had the Commercial Bank joined the 
Bank of Montreal ion withdrawing its own 
circulation and {ssuing Provincial bills, 
there would have been no ran upon the 
Bank, and consequently no failure.

“Dr, Elmer, who, it is well known, is inter- 
ested to a very considerable extent In gold 
mining operations in this locality, has just 
returned from ElDorado, whither he went to 
day, anxious to learn the result of the crush- 
ing of the ore from the ‘ElDorado’ and 
"Madoc Gold Mining Company of Toronto's’ 
shafts—especially the latter—as the reportin 
Monday's Leader that Professor Chapman

region. He has come back quite relieved 
from all unfavorable doubts, bringing the 
following statement of facts : 

“He has seen the ingot produced from thw 
Richardsou mine ore, which is worth between 
$50 and $60; but is not at liberty to state 
from what quantity of rock it was obtained. 
He is, howevever, authorized to say that it is 
the richest thing in the world. 

“ He also saw the gold, as it was taken from 
the retort, from ono ton of the ‘ElDorado’ 
mine ore,which is estimated to be worth from 
$51 to $53 
«In the residae of the rock (about 201bs.) 
which remained uncrushed by the stamps 
when the bulk of the ore from the ‘Madoc 
Gold Mining Company of Toronto’s’ shaft 
had been crushed, there was some $15 worth 
of coarse gold: several pieces being of the 
size of grains of wheat, and one as large as 
a pea, The remainder of the ore was in pro- 
cess of amalgamation, and the result will not 
be known until to-morrow. 

“There was much excitement and gratifi- 
cation at ElDorado, where for several days 
past the Gold and Silver Reduction Works 
have been the centre of attraction. Colonel 
Campbell, Gold Inspector, and other gentle- 
men, were there to-day, 


Mr. King and the Commercial 
Bank. 


A lengthy correspondence, of recent date, 
hetween Mr. King and Messrs. L, H. Holton, 
Hugh Allan, und Alex. Morris, appears in 
the Montreal papers of Saturday. The 
correspondence was opened by Messrs. 
Holton and Allan, in consequence of what 
passed at the meeting of the shareholders 
on the 80th October, Their first letter was 
addressed co Mr. King, enquinng whetber 
the Montreal Bank would, by itself, or in 
co-operation with otber banks, come to 
the assistance of the Commercial. Mr. 
King replies that his directors are desirous 
of assisting the Commercial, Lut insisted, 
first, thut he or other representatives, might 
make “such an examination of the liabil- 
ties and assets of the Commercial Bank, as 


they now stand, as would enable them to 


form their own estimate of the nature and 
extent of the assistance required and the 
conditions pon which it contd be afford- 
ed.” To this Messrs, Allan & Co. replied, 
if they could be assured that proper assist- 
ance would be afforded, they would be 
prepared “to allow as close an examination 
into its Liabilities and Assets as may be 
considered necessary.” 

In reply to this, Mr, King esked for the 
amount, and aasistance they proposed. 
The special directors replied that $1,000,000 
| or $1,250,000 would be required, “with an 
assumed prospect of maintaining its posi- 
tion,” the forms and terms to be 
discussed 1n a personal interview, | Mr 
King answers that he has Init the corres 
nondence before his Board, and that the 
Yirectors, while still desirous of assisting 
the bank, insisted that “the oxamination of 
the assets and liabilities referred to should 
fake place before they are in a position 
finally to say whether the Bank of itself, 
or in connection with others, afford the full 
measure of assistance neceasnry, and before 
the terms and conditions can be discussed 
in detail.” This was too much of a good 
thing, and rather more than the Special 
Directors were prepared to concede, and 
they replied, “ regrotting that the Directors 
nt che Bank of Montreal should insist upon 
an examination into the Liabilities and 
Assets of the Commercial Bank, not only 
before they will promise to give the requi 
site nid, if the result of such examination 
should bo satisfactory, but before they will 
oven discuss the terms and conditions of 
any possible arrangement, In view of the

Commercial Bank of Canada, 


REPORT OF DIRECTORS. 


The Directors of the Commercial Bank of 
Canada beg to aot the statement, show- 
ing the position of the Bank on the 3lst day 
October, 1867. 

At this moment, when their energies are 
necessarily concentrated upon tlie best means 
ee previa for the liabilities of the Bank, 

of effecting as favorable a settlement as 
poeible for the Sharcholders, the Directors 

not deem it advisable to enter into a mi- 
nute investigation of the immediate ‘causes 
of the late unfortunate suspension of this in- 
stitution. It will suffice to say that fora 
considerable period after the annual meetin; 
of 25th June ast, the public mind ap 
to be perfectly free from all apprehension as 
to the solvency of the Bank. No withdraw- 
als of depgsits (excopt such ns were distinctly 
traceable to ordinary business causes) seem 
to have taken place, until a few weeks prior 
to the suspension. From that date, however, 
thedemands became daily more and more 
pressing and continuous, till at last, after an 
absolute withdrawal of deposits to the 
amount of one million anda quarter of dol- 
Jars, and after receiving notice of further re- 
morals to the extent of six hundred thous- 
and dollars, it became perfectly evident 
that nothing but the active intervention of 
Government, or of the other Banking insti- 
tutions of the country, Would avert the im- 
pending disaster. Applications for aid were 
made accordingly in the above named quar- 
ters, but having failed, it became the painfal 
though anxious duty of the Directors, on the 
Comuion interests of all concerned, to order a 
Suspension of specie payments, in the hope of 
effecting some arrangements which would 
enable the Bank to resume business within 
the sixty days limited by its charter, either 
singly or in conjunction with some other 

institution, 

Notwithstanding these unfavorable circum. 
stances, the Directors while far from secking 
to conceal the frevity of the calamity, yet 
cannot but feel that the position of the share- 
holders is by no means so desperate as it was 
at first imagined ; and even should the Board 
be compelled to resort to the extreme mensure 
of going into liquidation, they entertain 
eens hopes of realizing a considerable sur- 
plus. 

The Directors have caused the necessary 
wdvertisements to be published, of their in. 
tention to apply to Parliament for power to 
enable them tocarry into effect such changes 
in the position of the Bank as may ultimately 
be decided on; and also for a general meet-

The Cheese and Butte 


In the Commercial article of the Montreal 
Gazette, wo find the following excellent re. 
marks respecting the manufacture of Butter 
and Cheese, which we commend to the atten 
tion of our farmers. 
ence to our recent remarks on tho 
annual consumption of Cheese in Great Bri 
tain, and the enormous market within our 
reach if a little unusual care is taken in tho 
manufacture of the articlé, we find,on refer- 
ring to tho British Board of ‘Trade returns 
for 1865—the latest we can readily lay our 
hands upon—that in that year 05,567,024 

ands of Cheese were imported into the 
Jnited Kingdom, British North America, 
one of the finest dairy countries in the world, 
occupied a very unsatisfactory position with 
regard to the quantity which it farnished 
towards this great quota of the food of the 
British people, for the whole of its cheese ex. 
port to Britain during the same year only 
amounted to 1,146,096 lbs—a figure remark- 
ably trivial compared with the vastness and 
resources of this country. The extent of our 
Batter export was equally unsatisfactory.— 
The returns already referred to show that in 
1865 Great Britain imported 121,376,304 lbs 
of butter, 3,541,216 lbs of which came from 
“British North America.” . These figures 
should command the earnest attention of 
every cheeso and butter manufacturer in Ca- 
nada, They have only to use a little extra 
care and attention, and see that a uniform 
quality of good flavour is placed on the Eng 
ish market in order to take high rank on a 
market so vast that it can never be monopo- 
lised. They would also do well to remember 
that one county alone in the State of New 
York—Herkimer, and notthe best grazing 
one either—sella butter and cheese to the 
amount of four millions annually, simply be- 
cause its manufacturers spared no expense to 
produce a good article, and have now begun 
to receive’ their reward.” 


Meeting of the Upper Canada 
Fruit Growers. 


There was a futl attendance of members 
on the 15th inst, at Cooksville, The first 
item was to examine the vineyard there 
planted and trained by Mr. DeCourtenay, 
the vines of which were bending under the 
rich black clusters of beautiful fruit. After 
examining the vineyard, the members were 
inyited to partake of a lunch generously 
provided by Mr. DeCourtenay. This dis 
posed of, the meeting was called to order 
by Mr, Vice-President Gray. On thetables 
were some very fine samples of grapes of 
different sorts, exhibited by Messrs. Gold- 
smith, Keating, Leslie, and others, and a 
bottle of wine made by Mr. Fannall, of 
Cayuga. Considerable discussion was had 
upon the Ontario grape, particularly as to 
its origin, but nothing new was elicited.— 
The Delaware was a general favorite, and 
has proved hardy at Newmarket and in 
the vicinity of Ottawa. Clinton was in 
high estimation as a wine grape, being very 
hardy and very productive. Concord was 
also much thought of for its hardiness, 
size of berry and bunches, beauty of ap- 
pearance and great productiveness. Rebec- 
ca had been found to be delicate. Diana 
would not ripen generally through the Pro. 
vince, though it docs well in favored 
localities. Mr, Taylor esteems it very fine 
for wine. Catawba had been ripened by 
Mr. Cross, but others called 1t too late.— 
Hartford Prolific was thought to be a pro- 
fitable carly variety in limited quantity It 
had the fault of dropping from the bunch. 
[ona had been fruited by but few, but they 
thought it would ripen about with the 
Delaware. Isabella was a very compact 
cluster and a good grape. Creyeling did 
not ripen with Dr, Cross until a week after 
the Hartford Prolitic. Others had not 
fruited it. Adirondac had been fruited by 
Mr, Beadiv, who thought highly of it as an 
early grape. Roger's Hybrids had been 
found to be “perfectly hardy.  Allen’s 
Hybrid was a delicate sort, not suitable for 
every locality. After the meeting had ad- 
journed and most of the members had 
started homewards, Mr. Arnold of Paris, 
arrived with some samples of his new 
hybrids. They were carefully examined 
by those who yet remained, pronounced to 
be grapes of great merit, without pulpiness, 
sufficiently sweet, and of superior flavor,— 
Mr. Arnold said they were, perfectly hardy, 
and Mr, Beadle said he had no doubt they 
were, for when he yisited Mr, Arnold in 
September, the wood was then perfectly 
ripeoed nearly to the extremity of the 
branches, The next mecting will be held 
in Hamilton,—St, Catharines Journal,

Grain at Chicago, 


Tho Chicago Tribune has the following 
remarks in regard to the accumulation of 
grain at that centre :— 

“The accumulation of grain, particular 
ly wheat, at thispoint is attracting the 
bankers and others in financial circles, and 
théFo is m growing disposition to ‘shut 
down’ on making loans on grain to be held 
here for speculative purposes. There must 
now be fully one and one quarter million | 
bushels wheat here, which represents nearly 
two millions of dollars, Add the amount | 
loaned on the other grains, and the total 
sum will foot up in the neighbourhood of 
threo milllons—more than one half of the 
banking capital of the city. The packing 
season is opening, and some six or seven 
houses are already at work, and by the 
| middle of the month, all will bein full 
blast. To meet the requirements of the 
packers and supply the wants of the mer 
cantileé community, is in itself a task of 
herculean proportions, and in order to do 
it snecessfully there mnst bo less money 
| locked up in grain. Tho balance of trade 
favors the East, which ought not to be the 
case at this time, There remains only a 
short xeason of navigation—say four weeks 
atthe outside—and every exertion ought 
| to be made to go into, winter quarters with | 
fi. small stock of grain instore, The daily | 
receipts through the wintor will steadily 
enlarge the stock, and at the opening ot 
| Mavigation in the spring we have no doubt

thore will be a supply of brendstuffs large

food for Fattening Fowls. 


The best food for fattening poultry is 
sweet fresh oatmeal or barley moal, mixed 
either with scalding milk or water, Cooped 
fowls should be supplicd with fresh food 
three tames « day—namely, at daybreak, or 
as soon alter as possible, at midday, and 
again at roosting time; a8 much as they 
can eat should be giyen to the fowls on 
each occasion, but no more thau cap be 
devoured by the next meal; should any 
be left, it should be removed and given to 
the other fowls; as, if kept, it is apt to be- 
come sour when the birds will not eatat 
freely. The troughs for the soft ment 
sliould be scalded’out daily, which can be 
done conveniently by having asupply of 
spare ones, 

In addition to soft food, a supply of fresh, 
clean water must be constantly present,and 
a little gravel must be given daily, other 
wise the grinding action of the gizzard, 
which is necessary to the due digestion of 
food, does not go on satisfactorily ; the 
supply of a little green food will be found 
yery advantageous to health ; a little shred 
cabbage or some turnip tops, or green turf 
to pick at occasionally, being all that is 
required. 

A variation in the diet will be found 
very conducitve to an increased appetite, 
and therefore the occasional substitution 
of a feed of boiled barley for the slaked 
oatmeal is desirable. Some feeders have 
divisions in their troughs, or, still better, a 
smallextra trough, which always contains 
some grains for the fowls to peck at, 

Should the birds be required to be very 
fat, some mutton suet or trimmings of the 
loins may be chopped up and scalded with 
the meal, or they may be boiled in the 
milk or water preparatory to its being 
poured oyer the food, and the fat of fowls 
so fattened will Le found exceedingly firm. 

In the course of about a fortmght to 
three weeks at the utmost, a fowl will 
haye attaincd, under this system of feeding, 
the highest degree of fatness of which it 
is capable, and it must then be killed, for 
if the attempt be made to keep it any 
longer in that state, it becomes diseased 
from an inflammatory action being estab 
lisied which renders the flesh herd and 
even unwholesome.

that certain Spanish 
adventurers visited Canada, at an early 
period, in searoh of gold; and that find 
ing nono, they named the country #2 Capa 
de Nada ; the cape with nothing —that thoy 
had been in search of—in it, But the 
writers who have told this story have mane 
aged to spell two of the four words wrong 
—Il Capa di Nada—and the story muy 
safely be put down as atuble. ‘Three cen- 
turics and a quarter after the discovery of 
Canada passed away, before the gold’ for 
which the early culonizers of some parts of 
Amorica showed so great a thirst was dis 
covered, In the meantime, many other 
metals had found and worked to, a 
greater or leas extent, The forges of St, 
Maurice probably afford the first instance 
of the successful working of any metal io 
Canada. The copper deposits of the Lake 
Superior region have long been known; 
but, on the north side, they have not yet 
been much worked. The Bruce mines 
are worked at a profit; and there 
are but fow other cases in which the 
North Shore has bad a fair trial, Silver 
deposits of surpassing richness are report- 
ed to have been recently discoyered 
there, at more than one point; and we 
believe that, in one instance at least, reper: 
ations are being made towork them, It is 
probable that another year will not baye 
passed over before they will haye been 
thoroughly tested. Iron works have been 
started in several different places, and at 
one point on the Lower St. Lawrence the 
iron suad is manufactured by means of

peat—another economical maternal of 
which, when our forests begin to give out 
in the older settlements, we we just be 
ginning to discover the uses und the 
value—which is found close by, From 
Marmora large quantities of iron are sent 
by rail to Cobourg for shipment; and new 
iron works haye recently been established, 
in the township of Hull, near Ottawa.— 
A new process of separating copper ore 
from the rock has recently been put into 
operation, in England; and it will not be 
long before it is applied in Canada. By 
the old method of extracting the ores, it 
Was necessary to haye ten per cent. of 
copper in the rock before it could be 
worked; andif there was only half that 
quantity, the difference had to be added, 
By the new method, rock bearing only two 
percent., or perhaps less, can be worked 


without any addition of copper. 

At present, mining activity is directed 
chiefly to the Gold field of Madoc, Our 
Ontario gold fields differ in character 
from those of many other countries, in the 
absence of alluvial washings. The gold 
has to be obtained by actual mining. In 


every gold bearing country, it must come} of the clair will stand t 


to this at last ; but here the work had to 
be commenced in this way at first. Here an 
individual miner, with his shovel and his 
pan, could do nothing. Associated capi- 
tal is necessgry for the development of our 
gold fields, The blastiag and crushing of 
the gold-bearing rock form the only per- 
manent mode of mining, in any country, 
The washings of soil and in river beds soon 
give out, every where. In all countries 
celebrated for their production of gold, 
guartz-mining isnow the main and almost 
the vnly reliance. 

There are not wanting good judges who 
assert that our gold fields are as rich as 
those of any other country; of California, 
Australia, Nevada, . But we are a sceptical 
people and take nothing ontrust, Till the 
result of the crushing of rock from several 
shafts, in Madoc, was known, prudent peo- 
ple suspended their judgments. Assays of 
small portions of rock are valuable as indi- 
cations of its probable richness; and they 
aré concliisive as to the presence of gold; 
but it is dangerous to strike averages from 
4 few isolated assays, When only a few 
ounces or a few pounds of rock are pulvyer- 
ized sod assayed, it is impossible to be 
certain that of a ton of rock other portions 
would not be richer or poorer, The only 
reliable test is to crush enough rock tu 
establish its average richness per ton; 
though assays frequently repeated form a 
(aes certain guide, Rock has recently 

een crushed in quautity, by a stamping 
mill, at three different points; two ot which 
are very near together and are both on 
what is known as the Moore farm, The 
crushing of rock from the Richardson mine 
—sald to comprise three qualities—has 
yielded an average of $138 to the ton,— 
This is a prodigious yield; there is pro-

The description of the 
Assembly Hall may interest some of our

Having entered through the main door, 
We proceeded along the hall fora tew paces 
and turning to the right, enter the House 
of Assembly. This is the same room ns 
was used fora similar pnrpose in former 
times, thongh it has been considerably alter- 
ed and improved. The ceiling has been 
plastered und whitened, the walls re-paper- 
ed to represent marble, and anew floor put 
down, Formerly a gallery ran along the 
north side, but this has been removed. The 
other gallery, running across the west end, 
facing with rows ot seats in tiers rising 
above cach other from the front to the 
Speaker, still remains. It is filled at the 
rear, Along the front ruos an open railing 
where was formerly a close one of wood. 
This gallery wall be for the use of strangers, 
Tt affords a fine yiew of the House,— 
Directly beneath it, raised a couple ot feet 
above the floor of the House, are other 
rows of benches, which may be termed 
“reserved seats,” a8 admission to them cap 
only be procured by friends of the members 
and ladies, This portion will be divided 
off froma the floor of the House by an open 
railings It atfords au excellent view of the 
House. In the north-east and south-east 
corners of the House, elevated above the 
Speaker’ chanr, are the reporters’ galleries, 
They are twice the size they formerly were, 
and are excellently situated. The members 
of the press should remember the Hon, J. 
Carling for the attention he has bestowed 
upon their quarters, The Speaker's chair 
is on the spot where it formerly stood, 
namely, near the east wall and facing the 
centre of the House, A new dias has been 
put up, and the chair itself, and everything 
around it will be new.
